^fT^'  I  S  the  Critlcks  Ob]c61:ion  to  Lucatty  that  his  Poem  13 
I  too  Hiftorical  \  but  it  muft  be  faid  in  his  Defence, 
that  tho'  for  that  Reafon  he  may  perhaps  delight  lefs  ^ 
yet  he  certainly  Infl:ru6ls  more  which  is  the  betrer  End  of 
Poetry.  We  have  a  more  diftin£t  Idea  of  the  Charadters  of 
Cafar^  Vompey  ^  Cato^  and  Brutus^  in  him,  than  we  have  of 
Auguftus  (under  the  Perfon  of  ty£neas)  in  VirgiL  We  have 
Truth  and  Nakednefs  in  one-,  Fiftion  and  EmbcUifhrri^nt  in 
the  other.  The  fame  fault  (  I  beg  Pafdon  for  the  Allufioh  ) 
will  probably  be  found  with  this  Paper  of  Verfes :  But  I  have 
this  to  fay  for  my  felf,  that  tho"*  I  may  fall  as  far  fliort  of  fbme 
of  the  IVhig-Writters  in  Poetry,  as  Lucan  does  of  Virgil^  yet  I 
have  outdone  them  as  much  in  Sincerity.  For  1  have  not 
form  d  an  Imaginary  Poetical  Defign,  but  defcribM  a  real  one : 
Such  a  one  as  is  nowaftually  carrying  on  by  the  reftlefs  and 
turbulent  Spirits  of  fome  Men  even  in  the  very  Place  where 
I  have  laid  the  Scene. 

If  then  what  I  have  faid  be  true,  and  the  Senfe  of  the 
honeft  Part  of  che  Kingdom^  the  Reader  cannot  thinly  any 
Liberty  I  have  taken  Refl^cfting  or  Scandalous ;  for  Truth  is 
never  \\^y  tho^  it  may  be  fometimes  Unfeafonable.  But  he 
muft  own  that  I  have  acquitted  the  Duty  of  a  good  Subje6l 
in  endeavouring  to  lay  open  the  Enemies  of  our  Conftitution- 
A  Conftlcution  whofe  Government  is  Proje6l:ed  upon  a  more 
refined  Policy,  and  experienced  Wifdom,  than  any  in  the^ 
World.  Oiher  Countries  labour  under  the  Bondage  of 
Arbitrary  Prin  ccs,  or  more  Arbitrary  Common  wealths.  But 
here  the  Prerogative  of  the  King,  and  the  Liberty  of  the 
Subje6l  are  a  mutual  Baraier  to  each  other  •,  and  it  is  not  the 
Fault  of  our  Conftitution,  that  we  are  not  the  Envy,  as  Wel 
as  the  Terror  of  our  Neighbour  Nations. But  Fa6lion  is  of  the 
growi  h  of  our  Soil :  and  what  fome  Philofophers  have  affirmed 
of  the  Frame  of  the  Unive^fe,  that  it  fubfills  by  theconftant 
Jarring  of  the  Elements,  and  that  there  is  a  perpetual  Warfare 
in  Nature,  may  properly  be  faid  of  the  prefent  State  of 
England.  For  ir  is  Compounded  of  fo  many  obftinate  Se6laries 
and  inveterate  Parties,  that  they  arc  no  more  to  be  Reconciled 

than

khan  the  differing  Principlesin  Nature,  and  are  like  to  con- 
tinue their  Difputes  too  to  the  End  of  the  World. 

Nothing  contributes  more  to  the  Fomenting  thefe  Civil 
Embroilments^  than  a  Seat  of  Mercenary  Writers^  who  like 
Sivifs-SoUiers^  are  always  ready  to  fight  on  the  Side  that  pays 
beft.And  as  none  has  laboured  more,fonone  is  more  Scandalous, 
than  a  certain  Dt?Sor,  who  after  having  Scrlbled  himfelf,  and 
that  iGmple  Wretch  bis  Son,  into  Preferment,  has  lately  ap- 
peared In  his  proper  Colour?,  and  unfaid  what  he  formerly 
urg'd  with  fo  much  Vehemence  and  pretended  zeal  for  his 
Co-amry^s  Good.Trimming  was  then  an  Abomination  to  him, 
and  one  would  hardly  have  thought  that  Tom  Double  had 
been  his  own  Charailers :  but  we  now  plainly  fee  what  his  Aim 
wasThis  Cerbetus  refolv'd to  continue  Barking,till  his  Mouth 
was  ftopp'd  with  fome  Delicious  Morjel^  which  has  at  laft 
happily  composed  his  Fury  into  peace  and  Moderation.  We 
are  like  to  be  well  infirufted  indeed,  when  Tuch  Men  as  thefe 
pretended  to  give  us  Schemes  of  Morality  and  Goverment, 
when  they  undertake  to  direct  our  Priciple?,  and  guid^  our 
Confcicnces.Suire  he  has  a  very  contemptible  Opinion  of  Man- 
kind, or  a  very  great  one  of  himfelf,  to  imagine,  that  becaufe 
he  was  Read  with  Pleafure,  when  he  fell  in  with  the  Peoples 
juft  Refentment  of  the  Proceedings  of  a  Devouring  Miniftry; 
that  he  can  therefore  impoXe  His  own  (huffling,  inconfiftenr, 
unintelligible  Politicks  upon  them.  What  was  Reafon  and 
Juftice  theri,  will  be  fo  ftill  in  fpight  of  all  the  Poor  Argu- 
ments he  can  bring  to  the  contrary  and  if  he  had  had  the  leaft 
degrle  of  Modefty,  he  would  either  have  purfucd  his  fortner 
Notions,  or  have  been  filent.
